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EUROPEAN  COMMON  MARKET  IMPORT  DUTIES 
ON  TOBACCO  AND 

EFFECTS  ON  UNITED  STATES  TOBACCO 


Summary 


The  new  external  duty  rate  on  unmanufactured  tobacco  in  the 
EEC  is  a  28  percent  ad  valorem  rate  with  a  maximum  effective  rate 
of  17-2  cents  per  pound  and  a  minimum  of  13-2  cents  per  pound.  Hie 
rate  in  itself  is  higher  than  the  1958  rate  and  contains  a  bias  in 
favor  of  lower  priced  tobaccos  which  was  not  in  the  specific  duties 
of  individual  member  countries. 

The  old  specific  rates  ranged  from  0  in  France  and  Italy  to 
19.3  cents  per  pound  in  Germany.  The  average  incidence  in  1958  on 
tobacco  from  U.  S.  was  equivalent  to  19-3  percent  ad  valorem  compared 
with  about  25-8  percent  under  the  new  rate. 

Tobacco  from  member  countries  will  have  duty-free  access  to 
other  member  countries.  Tobaccos  from  the  associated  areas  of  Greece 
and  Africa  will  also  enter  duty-free  into  all  Common  Market  countries. 

Hie  demand  for  tobacco  in  the  EEC  should  increase  due  to  the 
increase  in  industrial  activity  and  the  number  of  smokers. 

Unless  the  United  States  is  successful  in  negotiating  further 
reduction,  it  is  likely  to  experience  a  decreasing  3hare  of  an  increas¬ 
ing  market  for  reasons  set  forth  in  the  above  paragraphs. 


****** 
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Ve» tern  Europe  is  an  important  market  for  U.  S.  tobacco.  About  27 
percent  of  all  U.  S.  exports  of  unmanufactured  tobacco  have  been  exported 
to  what  is  now  called  the  "Common  Market." 

The  European  Common  Market  (EEC)  was  established  under  the  Rome  Treaty 
in  1957  by  six  nations  -  Belgium- Luxembourg,  France,  Germany,  Italy,  and 
the  Netherlands.  List  "F"  of  the  Rome  Treaty  included  a  common  external 
tariff  rate  (CXT)  of  30  percent  ad  valorem  for  unmanufactured  tobacco  from 
third  countriO-  During  the  course  of  18  months  of  negotiations  in  Geneva, 
it  was  finally  agreed  among  other  things  that  the  Common  External  Rate  on 
tobacco  would  be  fixed  at  28  percent  ad  valorem  with  a  maximum  of  $38  per 
100  kilo  (17*2  U.  S.  cents  per  pound)  and  a  minimum  of  $29  per  100  kilo 
(13.2  U.  S.  cents  per  pound).  The  28  percent  ad  valorem,  therefore,  is 
effective  only  on  tobacco  ranging  from  lj-7-1  cents  per  pound  to  6l.4  cents 
per  pound. 

The  CXT  is  to  be  in  full  force  by  1970.  In  the  meantime,  the  old  national 
rates  will  be  gradually  changed  to  the  CXT.  During  the  same  period  in  which 
the  external  rate  is  being  adjusted  to  the  uniform  or  common  rate,  the  internal 
rates  (for  members)  will  be  adjusted  from  the  old  national  rates  to  the 
common  internal  rate  of  zero. 

The  overall  net  result  of  these  external  and  internal  duty  changes  will 
be  that  on  one  hand  third  country  (U.S.)  tobacco  will  face  an  external  duty 
considerably  higher  than  it  did  in  1958  and  on  the  other  hand,  tobacco  from 
member  countries  will  have  no  duty  to  pay.  In  addition,  as  an  associated 
member,  tobacco  from  Greece  will  be  admitted  duty  free  to  all  Common  Market 
countries.  This  is  likewise  the  case  with  tobacco  from  the  associated  African 
areas  (mainly  former  French  territories  and  the  Belgian  Congo).

Duty  Charges  on  United  States  1958  Exports  of  Unmanufactured  Tobacco  to  Common  Market  Countries 
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The  Common  Market  countries  (the  "Six")  produced  an  average  of  346  million 
pounds  of  unmanufactured  tobacco  in  the  1950-54  period.  Since  then,  produc¬ 
tion  has  increased.  The  largest  crop  of  363  million  pounds  was  harvested  in 
1959-  The  crops  of  i960  and  1961  were  reduced  sharply  due  to  the  "blue  mold".

In  the  past,  there  has  been  relatively  little  trade  in  leaf  (unmanufac¬ 
tured)  tobacco  between  the  "Six"  with  the  exception  of  imports  by  the  other 
five  from  Italy.  In  1955 ,  about  11  million  pounds  xaovad.  in  iotrn  EEC 
trade,  about  8  million  pounds  of  which  came  from  Italy.  In  i960,  almost 
25  million  pounds  was  imported  from  member  countries  and  19  million  of  this 
was  imported  by  the  other  five  countries  from  Italy.  Italy  is  attempting  to 
increase  tobacco  production  and  no  doubt  will  expand  trade  with  the  rest  of 
the  Common  Market  countries. 

The  unmanufactured  tobacco  which  the  "Six"  import,  other  than  that  which 
they  secure  from  the  EEC  members,  is  imported  from  the  United  States, 
Associated  Overseas  Territories  of  Common  Market  members,  Greece,  Federation 
of  Rhodesia  and  Nyasaland,  Brazil,  Turkey,  Indonesia  and  many  others. 

The  United  States  is  the  largest  third  country  supplier  to  the  EEC  as 
a  whole.  The  U.  S.  supplies  about  30  percent  of  the  total  unmanufactured 
tobacco  imported  by  the  EEC. 

Europe  has  been  a  market  for  U.  S.  tobacco  for  about  350  years.  Flue- 
cured  tobacco  is  by  far  the  most  important  U.  S.  export.  The  United  States 
exports  about  100  million  pounds  of  flue-cured  annually  to  the  "Six".  This 
accounts  for  about  8O-85  percent  of  total  U.  S.  exports  to  them.  Burley 
and  fire-cured  rank  next  in  quantity  exported  by  the  U.  S.  to  the  "Six".

U.  S.  exports  of  Burley  to  the  "Six"  has  ranged  from  10-16  million 
pounds  annually  for  the  last  seven  years.  During  this  same  period,  U.  S. 
exports  of  dark  fire-cured  Ky. -Tennessee  ranged  from  a  low  of  10.8  million 
pounds  to  a  high  of  18.0  million  pounds.  Ehcports  of  Maryland  rank  next 
with  3-5  million  pounds  being  exported  to  the  "Six".  U.  S.  exports  of 
cigar  wrapper  tobacco  rank  fifth  in  quantity  among  the  many  types  going 
to  the  EEC. 

In  addition  to  competition  from  Italian  tobacco  (protected  by  the  tariff 
wall),  U.  S.  cigarette  tobacco  will  face  internal  competition  from  duty  free 
tobacco  from  Greece.  Greece  has  been  exporting  about  60  -  80  million  pounds 
each  year  to  the  "Six".  It  has  been  estimated  that  Greece  under  duty  free 
entry  may  be  able  to  increase  exports  substantially.  The  oriental-type 
tobacco,  which  they  have  been  producing,  competes  with  U.  S.  cigarette  leaf. 
Greece  is  now  growing  some  flue-cured  tobacco  and  experimenting  with  Burley 
type.  Any  exports  of  flue-cured  or  Burley  from  Greece  will  compete  directly 
with  U.  S.  cigarette  leaf. 

The  incidence  of  the  new  CXT  will  be  greater  on  tobacco  in  the  higher 
price  brackets  them  on  lower  priced  tobacco.  As  an  illustration,  both  U.  S. 
and  Rhodesian  flue-cured  tobaccos  were  assessed  19*3  cents  per  pound  in 
Germany  in  195$>  but  under  the  new  rate  on  present  prices  U.  S.  tobacco 
will  be  assessed  17.2  cents  per  pound  while  Rhodesian  tobacco  will  be  assessed 
13-2  cents  per  pound. 

In  Benelux,  the  increase  in  the  duty  from  3-8  cents  per  pound  to  the 
new  duty  rate  and  the  spread  in  duty  between  the  17-2  cents  per  pound  maximum 
and  the  13*2  cents  minimum  is  expected  to  result  in  an  improved  competitive 
position  for  lower  priced  tobaccos  in  the  Benelux  market. 

Data  contained  in  the  attached  tables  will  enable  the  reader  to  study 
the  effect  of  the  new  duty  on  the  cost  of  major  types  of  tobacco  imported 
by  the  EEC  countries  from  countries  competing  with  the  U.  S.  in  the  market. 

The  differences  are  significant  and  in  many  cases  striking.  The  new  duty 
affords  an  opportunity  for  member  countries  to  buy  tobacco  from  other  member 
countries  at  a  savings  in  duty  up  to  17-2  cents  per  pound.
